Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1972,  which  was  made  by 
the  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  re- 
port. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audit  reports  must  be  given  to  the 
Town  Clerk  to  be  retained  as  part  of  the  pemianent  Town 
records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Library  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Treasurer, 
Fire  Department,  Bicentennial  Committee,  Conservation 
Commission  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  December  31,  1971  and 
December  31,  1972:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  General  Fund  —  as  of 
December  31,  1971  and  December  31,  1972,  are  presented 
in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  current  surplus 
of  the  Town  decreased  by  $11,010.25,  from  $12,348.54  to 
$1,338.29,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1972. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 
An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 

Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the 

factor  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.   It  was  as 

follows:

Net  Budget  Deficit  (Exhibit  A-4)  $11,010.25 
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Comparative   Statements   of  Appropriations   and   Expendi- 
tures —  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:   (Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4) 
Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1972,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4. 
As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations   of  $13,962.29,   less   a  revenue 
surplus  of  $2,952.04,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$11,010.25. 

Long  Term  Indebtedness: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  December  31,  1971  and 
December  31,  1972:  (Exhibit  A-5) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  of  the  outstanding  long 
term  indebtedness  of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1971  and 
December  31,  1972,  are  contained  in  Exhibit  A-5.  As  indi- 
cated therein,  the  long  term  debt  increased  by  $2,500.00 
during  1972,  from  $33,625.00  to  $36,125.00.  Authorized  long 
term  notes  totaling  $10,500.00  were  issued  and  matured 
notes  in  the  amount  of  $8,000.00  were  paid  during  the  fiscal 
year.

A  statement  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements 
(principal  and  interest)  as  of  December  31,  1972,  is  presented 
in  Exhibit  A-6.

A  classified  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1972,  made  up  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is 
included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance 
as  of  December  31,  1972,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 

with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 

were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally 

accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such 
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tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro- 
cedures as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 
Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delimjuent  taxpayers  as  indi- 
cated by  the  Tax  Collector's  records.  Consequently,  the 
amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated 
in  this  report  are  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be 
necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Net  Budget  Deficit  -  $11,010.25:  (Exhibit  A-4) 

As  indicated  earlier  in  this  report,  there  was  a  net  budget 
deficit  of  $11,010.25  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1972;  that  is  budgetary  expenditures  and  encumbrances 
exceeded  actual  revenues  by  this  amount. 

The  significant  factor  which  caused  the  aforesaid  budget 
deficit  was  an  overdraft  of  $16,249.16  in  the  town  mainte- 
nance appropriation  account.  The  overdraft  was  attributable 
in  part  to  the  expenditure  of  Highway  Subsidy  funds  re- 
ceipts totaling  $14,382.07,  which  apparently  were  not  budg- 
eted in  the  1972  Tov^ni  Budget. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  expenditure  of  Highway 
Subsidy  funds  not  only  must  receive  prior  approval  of  the 
Town,  but  also  must  be  properly  included  in  gross  appro- 
priations inserted  in  the  town  budget. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71,  Section  27-a,  require  that 
the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations 
(letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
report  of  the  Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained 
in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in 
its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the 
audit.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Library  year  began  with  an  extensive  program  of 
sorting,  repairing,  fihng  and  cataloging  many  of  the  Hbrary 
books,  and  for  which  we  purchased  a  considerable  quantity 
of  necessary  materials.  Diane  Schott  was  kind  enough  to 
offer  her  services  working  with  the  Junior  books,  and  her 
assistance  was  greatly  appreciated.  We  also  purchased  a 
large  quantity  of  metal  files  in  order  to  facilitate  the  cata- 
loging of  magazines  and  periodicals  for  a  two-year  reference 
source. 

Three  large  Alfax  work  tables  were  purchased  and  have 
been  in  constant  use.  Also,  two  very  attractive  step  stools 
made  by  Blake  Tewksbury. 

All  the  library  chairs  showed  signs  of  needed  repair,  and 
Ashley  Prest  generously  restored  them  as  a  contribution. 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society 
gave  a  much-needed  three-speed  fan  for  summer  use. 

A  de-humidifier  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  basement. 

Book  totes  were  bought  for  the  school  children  to  en- 
courage good  care  of  their  books. 

The  Children's  Room  was  painted  and  the  two  book- 
cases on  either  side  of  the  fireplace  were  remodeled;  and 
upstairs,  the  windows  were  puttied  and  painted. 

Concerned  with  the  upkeep  of  the  building,  we  met  vdth 
Arthur  Eldredge,  the  architect,  and  discussed  problems  rel- 
ative to  its  inside  and  out,  such  as  the  maintenance  of  the 
old  bricks  and  weather  protection  for  the  back  door.  We 
removed  a  beam  in  the  cellar  archway  that  was  deteriorat- 
ing and  no  longer  serving  a  structural  purpose. 

Mrs.  Anderson  went  to  "Outreach  Leadership  Network" 
at  the  N.E.  Center  for  Continuing  Education  at  U.N.H., 
June  12-16.  Our  Librarian  was  one  of  only  fifteen  chosen 
from  New  Hampshire  to  attend  this  program  for  expanding 
the  use  of  libraries  in  their  communities. 

In  July  and  August,  Dana  Cristman  used  the  basement 
rooms  for  her  creative  arts  program  for  young  children. 

Linda  Towlen  had  a  weekly  story  hour  for  very  young 
children  during  the  summer  vacation. 
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The  winter  movie  program  was  so  successful  that  we 
continued  with  a  weekly  summer  program. 

A  reception  for  our  librarian's  daughter,  Christine,  and 
her  husband,  Wesley  Brown,  was  held  at  the  Library  on 
June  20,  and  many  friends  came  to  enjoy  this  happy  oc- 
casion. 

The  Library  Bridge-Tea  and  Silent  Auction  was  held 
August  10  at  the  Ski  Lodge  through  the  generosity  of  Nor- 
mand  Letarte  of  Land/Vest.  Co-chairmen  Doris  Basset  and 
Lois  MacAdam  once  again  gave  a  very  successful  party. 
We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Committee  Members  and  to  the 
young  people  who  conducted  the  successful  ticket  sale,  and 
we  thank  you  all  for  the  generous  gift  of  $420.65. 

To  honor  John  Schott,  author  of  the  new  Town  History, 
"Frances'  Town,"  the  library  gave  an  autographing  party  on 
August  30.  Many  people  came  to  express  their  appreciation 
of  his  work.  A  special  guest  was  Eleanor  Kiblin,  who  drew 
the  map  contained  in  the  book. 

As  part  of  the  Bicentennial  "Open  House  Tour  and  Ex- 
hibits" program,  there  was  a  demonstration  of  rug  hooking 
by  Gunhild  Swenson  in  the  Reading  Room,  while  down- 
stairs there  was  an  exhibition  by  the  4-H  illustrating  the 
maple  sugar  industry.  During  the  afternoon,  tea  was  served. 

After  Labor  Day  the  Library  showed  the  Bicentennial 
exhibitions:  Photographs  by  Florence  Block,  and  Photo- 
graphs of  Francestown  —  Old  and  New. 

In  November  there  was  a  display  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  shoving  the  re-cycling  shed  and  various  re- 
cycling operations. 

At  Christmas  time  there  were  very  decorative  arrange- 
ments of  succulents  and  cacti  by  Mrs.  Foley  and  Betsy 
Wiederhold. 

During  the  fall  the  Librarian  and  one  of  the  Trustees  at- 
tended a  workshop  on  "The  Use  of  Reference  Material," 
held  at  Keene  State  College. 

October  9th  was  the  first  of  four  classes  held  on  Monday 
evenings  in  Chair  Reseating  with  Betty  Behrsing  as  instruc- 
tor.  A  large  enthusiastic  group  attended. 

The  winter  movie  program  consists  of  3  showings  weekly, 
and  Connie  Bicknell  is  the  number  one  volunteer  projection- 
ist! 
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For  the  second  year,  Fran  Hall  is  continuing  her  reading- 
aloud  programs  for  the  older  school  children  in  the  Lii^rary. 
Tliey  meet  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  morn- 
ings. There  is  also  a  reading- aloud  hour  for  the  younger 
cliildi-en  at  the  school,  using  Library  books.  We  feel  these 
progi-ams  are  stimulating  greater  use  of  the  Library. 

In  December  the  Hospital  Auxihaiy  used  our  Library 
for  their  program:  "Ambulance  Service. "  Other  groups  such 
as  the  4-H,  Girl  Scouts,  Historical  and  Improvement  Society, 
Consei*vation  Commission,  P.W.A.,  and  the  Bicentennial 
Committee  continue  to  use  tlie  Library  for  their  meetings 
and  programs. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee, 
we  now  have  excess  copies  of  the  N.H.  Profiles  magazine  on 
sale  for  our  benefit. 

The  new  Town  Histories  may  be  purchased  at  the 
Library  and  a  percentage  of  those  receipts  will  go  to  the 
Library. 

Autographed  copies  of  "The  Other  Maritha"  by  Con- 
stance Leonard  and  "In  Noah's  Wake"  by  Allan  Block  were 
generously  given  us  by  the  authors. 

We  thank  the  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical 
Society  for  their  Labor  Day  gift  of  $100.00. 

At  this  time,  we  wish  to  extend  to  Esther  Whittemore 
our  deep  appreciation  for  the  many  hours  of  volunteer  serv- 
ice contributed  weekly.   Her  help  is  invaluable.

REPORT  OF  THE 
FRANCESTOWN  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  past  two  years,  the  Department  has  continued  to 
improve  the  facihties  at  the  fire  house  at  a  cost  of  $495.00. 
Emergency  Hghts  and  an  escape  ladder  have  been  installed 
in  tlie  meeting  room.  Aluminum  stomi  windows  have  been 
added  to  the  upstairs  windows.  The  meeting  room  floor 
has  been  refinished  and  the  stairs  caipeted.  A  refrigerator 
plus  a  window  fan  were  also  purchased  this  past  year.  Four 
new  alarm  monitors  as  well  as  two  portable  radios  for 
emergency  use  at  a  cost  of  $860.00'  were  acquired  by  the 
Department.  The  new  fire  truck  reserve  fund  has  risen 
from  $801.25  to  $1,623.43.  All  funds  spent  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Department  and  to  make  the  meeting  room 
more  comfortable  and  safer  for  everyone's  use  were  earned 
through  work  projects  and  Labor  Day  suppers,  plus  dona- 
tions from  the  Townspeople.  The  Department  thanks  all 
concerned  for  their  help  and  will  appreciate  the  Town's 
continuing  support  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  THE 
FRANCESTOWN  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1972 

The  Francestown  VFD  began  1972  with  the  fire  at  Grand- 
mother's House,  January  1.  In  July,  the  Company  responded 
to  an  alarm  at  the  Microwave  Station  on  Crotched  Moun- 
tain. We  participated  in  a  major  fire  drill  in  October  at 
the  Hopkins  grain  mill,  Greenfield.  The  cooperative  assist- 
ance our  fire  company  received  from  fire  departments  in  the 
area  at  the  above  fires  would  have  been  impossible  without 
the  Keene  Mutual  Aid  Organization.    A  drill  such  as  the 
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one  in  Greenfield  and  our  company's  local  drills  keep  our 
volunteers  prepared  to  handle  the  fire-fighting  equipment 
in  emergency  situations. 

The  men  of  the  Francestown  VFD  work  together  in 
keeping  the  fire  station  clean  and  orderly.  Carpet  was  laid 
on  the  stairs.  Emergency  lights  were  installed  in  the  Paul 
Bradbury  Memorial  Room  for  safety  during  power  failures. 
Additional  monitors  were  purchased  and  are  in  fire-fighters' 
homes.  The  company  uses  portable  radios  for  communica- 
tion at  fires  between  truck  and  fire-fighters  and  Keene. 
Bob  Cloutier  chaired  the  special  committee  to  prepare  the 
liand-tLib  for  the  Bicentennial  Celebration.  The  Company 
expresses  its  thanks  to  Ashley  Prest,  who  restored  the  tub's 
colors. 

Norman  Stewart  resigned  as  Fire  Chief  at  the  Fire  De- 
partment's annual  meeting,  January,  1973.  Arthur  Lord  also 
submitted  his  resignation  as  secretary.  Both  men  served 
the  Company  in  their  offices  for  25  years.  We  will  miss 
their  leadership.  Elected  to  the  position  of  Fire  Chief  was 
Chfton  Foote. 

Below  is  the  financial  report  of  the  Francestown  VFD. 
The  Department  is  grateful  for  the  town's  continued  support. 
The  Paul  Bradbury  Memorial  Room  is  available  always 
for  use  by  town  organizations  and  committees.

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Fire  Wardens  Report 


In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State-town 
program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director, 
Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible 
for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares  equally 
with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and 
careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State 
further  provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire 
training  for  towTi  wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for 
fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls 
all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any 
person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  vsdth 
snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  a.  m. 
and  5:00  p.  m.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial  pm-poses. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely 
useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can 
become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a 
forest  fire.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

Francestown,  whose  charter  was  granted  June  8,  1772, 
marked  its  200th  anniversary  with  a  four-day  celebration 
over  Labor  Day  of  this  year.  A  more  detailed  report  by  the 
Town  History  and  Bicentennial  Committee  is  given  in  an- 
other section  of  this  Town  Report. 

Many  projects  were  completed  prior  to  the  Bicentennial 
weekend,  namely: 

1.  The  repainting  of  the  Old  Meeting  House  in  June, 
financed  by  the  Unitarian  Church,  the  Improvement  and 
Historical  Society,  a  contribution  from  America  the  Beauti- 
ful Fund,  and  contributions  from  many  interested  residents 
and  friends  —  old  and  new. 

2.  The  repainting  of  the  face  of  the  Town  Clock  from 
TowTi  funds  after  necessary  repairs  to  the  steeple  of  the 
Old  Meeting  House  had  been  made. 

3.  The  repainting  of  the  Elementary  School  building  in 
August  —  old  red  in  color.  Shrubs  were  planted  in  front  of 
the  school  building  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Improve- 
ment and  Historical  Society. 

4.  The  planting  of  new  shrubs  in  front  of  the  Town 
Hall,  arranged  for  by  the  Selectmen. 

5.  A  new  eagle,  an  exact  copy  of  the  original  "right 
down  to  the  ruffles  in  the  feathers,"  molded  in  fiberglass  and 
gold  sized,  was  hoisted  and  placed  atop  the  steeple  of  the 
Tov^ni  Hall  in  time  for  the  bicentennial  celebration.  The 
money  for  this  work  came  from  contributions  made  in  mem- 
ory of  the  late  Rev.  William  B.  Rice,  who  had  shown  great 
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interest  in  the  restoration  of  the  eagle,  and  was  supple- 
mented by  funds  raised  at  the  previous  Labor  Day  celebra- 
tion sponsored  by  the  Improvement  Society.  Plans  are  now 
under  way  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  presei-vation  and 
mounting  of  the  old  wooden  eagle  in  an  appropriate  location 
in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Consei-vation  Commission  was  responsible  for  the 
establishment  of  a  recycling  program  at  tlie  Town  Dump.  A 
shed  was  erected  at  this  site  where  glass,  metal  and  paper 
can  be  stored  for  transfer  to  the  cycling  center.  A  second 
shed  for  rags,  used  clothing  and  other  usable  items  has  been 
added.  The  National  Guard  Community  Action  program 
arranges  for  the  removal  of  all  junk  cars  from  the  dump. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  also  been  interested 
in  a  Sheep  Walk  which  was  constructed  many  years  ago  on 
(or  under)  the  Poor  Farm  Road  so  that  sheep  could  get  from 
one  pastLire  to  another  without  crossing  the  road.  With  the 
financial  backing  of  the  Improvement  Society  it  is  planned 
to  return  this  historic  site  to  its  original  condition 
v^th  a  drive-off  space  so  that  it  can  be  viewed  by  interested 
people.  The  early  snow,  however,  has  postponed  this  work 
until  next  spring. 

During  the  year  a  tax  map  of  the  town  was  prepared 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewall  Company  of  Old  Town, 
Maine.  At  this  writing,  the  work  of  enlarging  the  original 
photographs  and  maps  is  under  way.  Hopefully  tliese  will 
be  available  for  inspection  by  townspeople  at  or  about  the 
time  of  Town  Meeting. 

As  voted  at  the  1972  Town  Meeting,  the  following  roads 
have  been  declared  scenic  roads  in  compliance  with  a  bill 
vmtten  into  law  in  June  1971:

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REPORT  OF  THE  BICENTENNIAL  AND 
TOWN  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 

The  three-day  Bicentennial  Celebration  over  the  Labor 
Day  week-end  was  not  just  a  roaring  financial  success;  by 
all  reports,  the  town  also  had  a  lot  of  fun. 

From  the  opening  ceremonies  Friday  night,  when  Arthur 
Lord  convulsed  a  packed  Town  Hall  with  his  dry  Yankee 
wit,  to  Monday's  firing  of  the  Molly  Stark  cannon,  the  entire 
town  and  several  thousand  visitors  thoroughly  enjoyed  the 
series  of  events  the  Bicentennial  Committee  and  a  host  of 
townspeople  provided. 

Over  700  people  attended  the  Open  House  Tour  on  Sat- 
urday, and  former  residents  came  from  as  far  away  as  Flori- 
da and  California  to  attend  the  Homecoming  Reception  that 
afternoon.  The  Bicentennial  Ball,  which  spilled  out  of  the 
Town  Hall  into  a  great  tent  erected  on  the  Common,  was  a 
colorful  extravaganza  witli  many  elegantly  attired  dancers 
in  eighteenth-century  garb.  Despite  some  dreary  weather  on 
Sunday,  a  party  at  the  Crotched  Mountain  ski  lodge  was  a 
frolicsome  bedlam,  and  on  Monday,  the  sun  was  enough  in 
evidence  to  happily  complement  the  grandest  parade  in  the 
town's  history. 

The  extent  of  effort  and  interest  of  townspeople  in  the 
festivities  was  no  better  demonstrated  than  in  Friday's  ex- 
pertly-produced historical  pageant  with  its  "cast  of  thou- 
sands". On  Sunday  morning,  the  Old  Meeting  House  again 
became  a  place  of  quiet  community-wide  reflection  with  a 
Union  Church  Service,  and  that  evening  a  beautiful  Monad- 
nock  Music  concert  was  held  there,  featuring  music  of  Bach, 
Mozart,  and  Francestown's  own  Edward  Burlingame  Hill. 

All  events  were  not  expected  to  be  self-supporting,  nor 
could  the  committee  ever  be  certain  that  our  bicentennial 
celebration  would  not  be  like  others  and  leave  the  town  in 
debt.  To  our  relief,  so  grand  was  its  success  that  the  com- 
mittee never  had  to  touch  the  $2,500  guarantee  the  town 
voted  last  year,  and  net  profits  from  the  celebration  (not  in- 
cluding those  realized  by  the  Improvement  Society  and  the 
Fire  Department  for  its  annual  Fireman's  Supper)  were  an 
extraordinary  $4,413.78.  And  this  does  not  include  the  clear 
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profit  of  over  $5,000  which  will  come  to  the  town  with  the 
sale  of  the  remaining  town  histories. 

All  told,  350  consecutively-numbered  silver  bicentennial 
medals,  700  bronze  medals,  500  commemorative  bottles,  sev- 
eral hundred  maps  of  the  town,  and  1,000  town  histories 
were  made  available  for  purchase  as  souvenirs  of  the  occa- 
sion. On  each  of  these  items  a  net  profit  was  realized  by  the 
committee,  and  the  Open  House  Tour  itself  raised  an  addi- 
tional $2,200.  The  celebration  was  no  small  operation  —  to- 
tal receipts  handled  by  the  committee  totalled  over  $23,000. 

By  vote  of  the  committee,  the  small  inventory  of  bicen- 
tennial medals,  commemorative  bottles,  and  maps  which  re- 
mained as  of  November  15,  were  sold  at  cost  to  the  Improve- 
ment Society  for  resale  by  the  Society  next  year,  and  399 
copies  of  Frances'  Town,  our  new  town  history,  were  turned 
over  to  the  trustees  of  the  Bixby  Memorial  Libraiy  for  sale 
through  the  library  —  profits  from  future  sales  to  be  divided 
between  the  library  and  such  other  purposes  as  the  town 
shall  determine  at  Town  Meeting  this  year. 

Unquestionably,  the  entire  town  is  to  be  congratulated 
for  the  level  and  quality  of  its  participation  in  this  community 
project,  and  the  committee  is  deeply  grateful  for  the  help 
and  cooperation  it  received  from  so  many  people  in  town.

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REPORT  OF 
FRANCESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  worked  for  passage  of  the  scenic  roads 
article  in  the  warrant,  sending  out  information  and  holding 
public  meetings.  Twenty-one  of  Francestown's  roads  are 
now  designated  as  scenic. 

The  annual  clean-up  day  was  held  during  Earth  Week 
witli  22  young  people  and  adults  gathering  tons  of  trash. 

That  same  day  (April  22)  the  recycling  program  started 
at  the  town  dump.  Materials  for  the  recycling  shed  were 
financed  by  the  Commission'  and  the  work  was  done  by  the 
Bicknell  family  from  plans  diawn  by  Leighton  Bicknell. 
The  recycling  program  has  been  a  huge  success,  thanks  to 
the  monumental  efforts  of  Connie  Bicknell.  In  the  first  six 
months,  8  tons  of  glass,  2  tons  of  metal  and  3  tons  of  paper 
were  recycled.  With  Francestown's  example,  and  the  Bick- 
nell plans,  recycling  has  been  initiated  in  New  Boston,  Han- 
cock, Dublin  and  Peterborough.  It  has  brought  statewide 
attention  to  our  conservation  efforts  including  a  special 
program  on  TV  Channel  11  featuring  Mrs.  Bicknell. 

A  grant  of  $373.00  was  received  from  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion for  a  soils  survey  of  a  1,000-foot  corridor  along  the 
South  Branch  of  the  Piscataquog  River  comprising  some  790 
acres.  The  two  interpretive  maps  and  report  will  soon  be 
available  for  town  use.  We  have  also  applied  to  have  the 
remainder  of  the  town  surveyed  contingent  upon  raising  the 
necessary  funds  in  town  meeting  or  otherwise. 

A  map  of  the  town  was  completed  by  tlie  Commission 
for  the  Office  of  State  Planning  with  the  names  of  all  roads 
and  bodies  of  water.  Copies  are  available  from  DRED  in 
Concord  at  75  cents  each. 

We  had  a  display  of  the  recycling  program  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commis- 
sions in  Conway,  with  photographs  taken  and  donated  by 
Dorothy  Gilbert  of  Greenfield.  Besides  Conway,  we  have 
journeyed  to  Concord,  Dublin,  Mont  Vernon,  Nashua,  Mil- 
ford,  Dunbarton,  Peterborough,  Marlborough,  and  Brattle- 
boro,  Vermont,  to  meetings  and  hearings  pertinent  to  con- 
servation. 

We  have  been  sponsoring  bimonthly  square  dances  at 
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tlie  town  hall  for  the  past  year  to  make  money  for  our 
projects.   We  plan  another  series  of  six  dances  this  coming 

year. 

We  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  William  Lord  from 
the  Commission  after  many  years  of  dedicated  work.

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REPORT  OF  TFIE  PLANNING  BOARD 

At  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  town  on  July  17  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  was  amended  by  a  vote  of  97  to  92.  The  major 
amendments  pertained  to  expanding  the  boundaries  of  the 
Village  Zone,  increasing  the  required  size  of  building  lots 
to  two  acres  and  requiring  that  each  lot  have  at  least  a 
250-foot  road  frontage,  redefining  the  permitted  uses  of 
land  within  the  Village  Zone,  revising  the  permitted  uses 
within  the  Rural  Zone,  and  clarifying  the  conditions  under 
which  Special  Exceptions  are  granted  in  the  Rural  Zone. 

The  ever-increasing  amount  of  business  coming  before 
the  Board  has  caused  the  Board  to  meet  regularly  on  the 
first  and  third  Fridays  of  each  month.  The  controversies 
over  Board  approval  of  three  large  condominiums  on 
Crotched  Mountain,  evidences  of  growing  speculation  in 
Francestown  land  by  outsiders,  and  the  disturbing  number 
of  property  transfers  and  subdivisions  now  taking  place  in 
town,  have  given  the  Board  cause  for  concern  as  regards 
the  direction  in  which  townspeople  would  prefer  to  see 
Francestovioi's  development  go. 

Hopefully  continued  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Select- 
men and  careful  examination  of  all  petitions  coming  before 
the  Board  will  enable  a  controlled  growth  to  take  place 
which  will  not  destroy  the  more  attractive  features  of  our 
town  nor  result  in  a  worrisome  rise  in  taxes  to  support  the 
increased  services  which  new  building  and  a  larger  and 
younger  population  have  caused  surrounding  towns.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

Just  a  few  lines  to  let  people  know  where  some  of  the 
money  was  spent  in  1972. 

First  off  we  sealed  six  miles  of  black  road  of  which  we 
now  have  approximately  eighteen  miles  at  the  present  time. 

We  completed  Russell  Station  Road  toward  the  Turn- 
pike in  1972  with  T.R.A.  Funds. 

Our  Duncan  Fund  money  for  the  last  two  years  has  been 
spent  on  the  Poor  Farm  Road  of  which  we  have  done  ap- 
proximately one  mile,  a  long  way  to  go  yet. 

We  did  a  lot  of  extensive  brush  cutting  last  year,  with 
the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and 
the  Selectmen.   We  hope  to  continue  this  year. 

We  graveled  approximately  seven  miles  of  dirt  road 
and  hope  to  continue  this  program  in  1973. 

We  replaced  or  relaid  about  sixty  culverts  of  which  more 
are  needed  in  different  parts  of  Town.  We  did  extensive 
bridge  repair  in  1972  and  more  is  needed  this  year.  Gladys 
Vadney's,  Bristol  Hill  and  County  Road  are  some  we  did. 

We  started  to  repair  some  of  the  Pleasant  Pond  Road 
last  faU  and  plan  to  continue  this  year  with  T.R.A.  Funds. 

I  would  hke  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and 
all  the  people  of  Francestown  for  the  fine  cooperation  they 
have  given  me.

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1972  REPORT  OF  THE 
FRANCESTOWN  DUMP  COMMITTEE 

The  Francestown  Dump  Committee  was  appointed  by 
the  selectmen  to  study  the  various  problems  caused  by  this 
facility  and  propose  some  long  range  ideas  for  a  dump  that 
can  be  operated  in  a  sanitary,  efficient,  and  economic  man- 
ner. 

The  committee  met  four  times  during  the  year.  Discus- 
sion centered  on  pollution  problems;  types  of  waste  disposal; 
cooperative  facilities  involving  otlier  towns;  recycling;  etc. 
Letters  were  sent  to  the  selectmen  of  neighboring  towns  to 
determine  what  action  they  had  taken  on  futLire  waste  dis- 
posal. Committee  members  looked  at  the  Bennington/ 
Antrim  dump  and  have  discussed  what  type  lands  in  Fran- 
cestown would  be  suitable  if  a  landfill  operation  was  to  be 
undertaken. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  selectmen  of  Beimington  to 
discuss  their  dump  and  the  costs  and  procedures  if  Frances- 
town  was  to  become  a  member.  Rough  figures  were  also  de- 
veloped for  joining  the  Peterborough  cooperative. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  following  are  points  that 
the  town  should  be  aware  of  and  ready  to  act  on  if  necessary: 

1.  The  dump  is  certainly  causing  pollution  to  the  Pisca- 
taquog  River  and  anyone  could  call  on  the  state  to  stop 
these  conditions. 

2.  The  tovm  has  until  July  1,  1975  to  stop  burning  at 
the  dump  due  to  Federal  regulations. 

3.  To  join  the  Peterborough  cooperative  dump  would 
cost  Francestown  roughly  $5,300.00  (1972  figures)  exclusive 
of  land  and  machinery  costs.  It  would  require  a  round- trip 
drive  of  about  24  miles. 

4.  To  join  the  Bennington/ Antrim  cooperative  dump 
would  cost  Francestown  roughly  $2,200.00  annually  (1972 
figures)  and  an  initial  cost  of  about  $6,000.00.  (Pro-rata 
share  for  $30,000.00  land  purchase  and  preparation  costs.) 
Round-trip  drive  would  be  about  20  miles. 

5.  Greenfield  does  not  have  any  cooperative  venture, 
but  appears  to  be  interested  in  future  discussion  on  this 
matter. 
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6.  Recycling  waste  materials  should  be  a  part  of  any 
future  operation, 

7.  A  landfill  type  dump  appears,  at  this  time,  to  be  the 
most  feasible  for  our  needs,  along  with  a  recycling  operation 
of  some  type. 

8.  The  study  of  the  dump  problem  should  continue  as 
new  ideas  about  dumps  are  evolving  daily.  Future  study 
should  pursue  possibilities  of  a  cooperative  dump  —  par- 
ticularly with  Greenfield.  Study  should  also  look  for  input 
of  ideas  from  all  concerned  citizens. 

9.  If  future  study  discloses  a  possibility  of  entering 
into  a  cooperative  agreement  with  another  town(s),  a  region- 
al refuse  disposal  district  and  commission  should  be  estab- 
lished by  these  towns  as  provided  for  in  New  Hampshire 
statutes.

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AMBULANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

On  October  4th,  a  Committee  was  selected  to  investigate 
what  actions  would  be  necessary  for  Francestown  to  obtain 
ambulance  service. 

The  Committee  met  with  Representatives  of  the  Peter- 
borough Ambulance  Sei'vice  to  determine  if  we  could  obtain 
their  service  and  if  so  what  costs  would  be  involved.  We 
chose  to  contact  Peterborough  for  two  important  reasons. 
(1.)  Their  close  proximity  to  our  town  and  the  Monadnock 
Hospital  and  (2.)  Their  Communications  are  via  Keene  Fire 
Mutual  Aid-the  same  as  we  use.  This  service  is  a  separate 
account  from  the  Town  and  is  manned  by  the  PeterlDorough 
Fire  Department. 

Peterborough  Ambulance  Service  furnished  us  with  cost 
data.  The  costs  are  shared  by  the  Towns  using  the  service  on 
a  percent  Population  basis.  (Francestown  would  be  8.9  per- 
cent.) Other  towns  using  the  service  are  Dublin,  Greenfield, 
Hancock,  Peterborough  and  Sharon.  The  population  figures 
are  based  on  inf  onnation  recognized  by  the  Tax  Commission. 
We  were  informed  that  Francestown  could  obtain  their  ser- 
vice immediately.  The  Ambulance  Service  would  require 
a  written  notification  of  Francestown's  intent.  The  cost  for 
1972  would  be  $2,085.47  —  this  includes  the  purchase  of  an 
Ambulance.  Projected  cost  for  1973  -  $593.75. 

On  October  21st  the  Committee's  findings  were  submitt- 
ed to  our  selectmen.  Early  in  November,  we  were  advised 
that  woitten  notification  was  given  to  the  Peterborough  Am- 
bulance Service  and  that  Francestowni  now  has  Ambulance 
Service  available. 

Note:  The  Ambulance  Service  is  for  Emergencies  and 
Responds  to  Calls  From  Doctors,  Police  and  Fire  Ofiicers, 
and  Keene  Fire  Mutual  Aid.  If  you  require  the  Service  and 
can't  reach  your  Doctor  —  Call  Keene  Fire  Mutual  Aid  — 
Telephone  1-352-1100.  Give  your  Name-Location-Nature  of 
the  emergency  to  the  Dispatcher.  Then  arrange  for  someone 
to  meet  the  Ambulance  at  a  Main  road  to  direct  it  to  your 
Home.  The  person  meeting  the  Ambulance  should  have  his 
Headlights  and  Flashers  on  for  Easy  Identification.
